To which Charge, he the ſaid C hos St#art Was required to give his 
Anſwer, but he refuſed ſo to do ; and fo expreſt ſeveral paiſages at his 
Tryal in refuſing to anſyver, For all which Treaſons and Crimes, this 
Court coth adjudge, That the faid Charls Stuart, as a Tyrant, Traytor, 
Muitherer, and Publick enemy, ſhall be put to death, by ſevering his 
head from his body. _ 

T his Sentece ( ſayes Bradſhaw the Preſident ) now read and publiſhed 
z the Att; Sentence, |ndgement and Reſolution of the whole Court. To 
wich rhe Members of the Court flood up and ailented to what he ſaid 
by kolding up thew hands, ©

One thing worth obſervation is, that his Majeſty (being'tn the Court 
and) raking norice of Sir Henry Mildmay, ſaid, O you are A precious 
Jewell, he being formerly a ſervant to his Majeſty. 

The true manner of proceeding to take of the Kings Head, acco-d- 
ing to the Sentence given as aforeſaid. Sir Hadreſs Waller , Colonel 
Dean, and Colonel Okey, were appoinred to confider of the Time and 
Place for the Execution of the King, according co his Sentence, given 
by the (pretended) Righ Court of Juftice. ; 

Painted Chamber, Monday Javuary the 29th 1648. Upon Report 
n ade from the Gommittee for Conhideritg of the Executing of the 
Judgement againſt the King, that the ſaid Commuree have Reſolved, 
T hat the open ſtreet before Whitehal zs a fir place : And the ſaid Com- 
mitee conceive it fit, That the King be there executed the morrow, 
the King having already notice thereof. 

The Court approvedthereof, and ordered a Warrent to be drayn to» 
that purpoſe, which Warrent was according drawn and agreed to, and 
Oidvelia be ingrofſed, which was done, and figned and ſealed accord- 
wely, as followeth. |

The Warrant for executing the King being accordingly delivered to 
thoſe parties ro whom the ſame was direted, Execurion was don? up- 
on him according to the Tenour thereof about two a clo-k in rhe afte:- 
noon,of the \ a'd 30.0f January 1648. 

The Fatall day of the ſaid Execntion, being Tueſday. Janunry the 30. 
1648. His Majeſty continued in Prayer all che morning, and receives 
the Sacrament. Jnlt at ten a Clock before noon , he was conveyed on 
font on foot from St. James's Palace tro Whitehall, guarded by a Regi- 
ment of Foot Souldiers, patr before, pa"t hehinde, with Cotours fly- 
ing, and Drums dating, his private guard of Partizans abour him, anc 
Dr. J#.x0» Biihop of Londen, next to him on one fide, and Colonel 
Tomlinſon on the other 5 being come to #hitehall, he continued in 
his Cabinet Chamber art His Devotions,refufing to dine,onely about x 2 a 
clock he eat a bit of Bread, and drank a glaſſe of Clarer wine ; from 
from thence he was conveyed into the Banqnetting houſe , and rhe 
great window inlarged, ouc of which he aſcends the Scaffold, the os |
